ID NO: 2, SEQ ID NO: 4, SEQ ID NO: 6, SEQ ID NO: 8, SEQ ID NO: 10, and SEQ ID NO: 12. 

Claim 7 The mucosal vaccine adjuvant according to claim 1, wherein said vaccine 
adjuvant is an adjuvant for vaccine selected from the group consisting of an anti-toxin vaccine; a 
live attenuated or killed vaccine, an anti- viral vaccine, an anti-cancer vaccine against uterine 
cervical cancer, an anti-sperm contraceptive vaccine, a recombinant protein, and peptide vaccine. 
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Claim 8 The mucosal vaccine adjuvant according to claim 7, wherein the anti-toxin 
vaccine is against tetanus toxoid; the live attenuated or killed vaccine is against cholera and/or 
tj^hoid fever, the anti-viral vaccine is against influenza and/or SARS.
